standpoints; first and foremost, from 
the standpoint the doctor. practicing physician, 
twenty-fifth year now, and have been 
teaching children’s diseases for twelve years. interest 
milk came after interest children, but the 
present time cannot separate the two. teaching 
the Post Graduate School surprised the number 
men and women that come there every year from all 
parts the country and the world who know nothing 
about the milk question whatever. 

often reminded that old story about the little 
east side child from New York who was the only one 
class school who could answer the question what 
was. “Teacher, know. cow lays 

seems that many doctors practicing medicine, 
many doctors following the same line that follow- 
ing, children’s diseases, know just that much about milk. 
They think that white fluid that comes from cow, 
possibly through the medium can; but they know that 
originated from cow, and they know that has cal- 
oric value twenty the ounce, and long looks 
all right and tastes all right probably good for any 
child. 

That exactly the wrong attitude take! 

There are other men who think that because milk 
going heated either the mother the nurse, 
boiled for instance, preparation formula, pas- 
teurized some public health authority, does not make 
any difference where came from what contained 
beforehand. That, still more wrong than 
the first premise. 

There are certain things have learned about milk, and 
would like say few words from the medical standpoint 
purely. not scientific chemist; veterinary 
knowledge growing every year, but still very slight; 
know some bacteriology; but from the viewpoint 
the practical feeding children there are certain things 
know about milk. would like give them you 
rather briefly. want give you the qualities well 
the deficiencies milk. 

When started practice typhoid was fairly com- 
mon disease. Like most other men, did general practice 
for quite few years before studied children’s diseases 
specialty. can remember going around typhoid 
patients who were grown up, and felt quite satisfied 
when the nurse told that the patient had taken whole 
quart milk day. were all satisfied with that; 
whereas, now, know that quart milk will nourish, 
even baby, not more than fifteen pounds body 
weight. know that the mortality typhoid fever 
has been lowered enormously recognizing the fact that 
quart milk and some barley water and beef juice, 
some other supposedly potent food, will not keep adult 
alive. Since have been feeding the children and adults 
with more milk and other things—bread and milk, cream, 
and ice cream, gelatin, and all sorts cereals—the mor- 
tality has gone down very much. The patients leave the 
hospital now better condition than when they came in. 

not believe any child can handle more than 
quart milk, and not believe that will nourish 
more than fifteen pounds body weight; consequently, 
the time the child gets weight more than fifteen 


fed successfully milk alone. That 
the first point that want bring you. 

Secondly, know one the weak points milk 
that lacks iron. We, the Post Graduate Hospital, 
recognize every week the wards form anemia which 
comes from too strict milk diet—too much lack vari- 
ation. 

Dr. Lewis Webb Hill, Harvard Medical School, has 
brought out some work the last few years showing that 
child born with reserve supply iron, but that sup- 
ply iron exhausted six months age. inter- 
esting know that just the time when the child’s re- 
serve supply iron exhausted automatically becomes 
too big and too heavy live milk alone. Children 
who are fed milk alone, then, after six months age, 
after they have reached the fifteen pounds, are frequently 
very anemic. Your milk-fed baby, fed milk alone 
year year and half, two years, becomes dis- 
anemic—not appearance, but laboratory tests 
actually prove that the case. 

feel that milk has fortified assisted 
some form iron six months before, before, you 
want the safe side, because our methods now 
with children, just your methods veterinary work, 
are more and more preventive. not wait for that 
child become anemic. start him some form 
iron before six months old. The reason that spinach 
given widely the age six months, even they 
give Europe, chopped and put milk bottle 
mainly its iron content, besides its vitamins. Prune 
juice was shown Doctor Hill high iron. 
fact, tell the mothers that come that iron con- 
tained three four things easily available, and can 
get color and increase the blood child just about 
well with these foodstuffs can with medicine. Prune 
juice, oatmeal (that is, the whole oatmeal), yolk egg, 
and green vegetables—those are four sources the sup- 
ply iron which are easily available practically all 
children and, anything, they are more efficient than the 
so-called iron-containing drugs. 


Importance Lime 


One the main qualities for which prize milk its 
lime content. You hear all sorts discussions and argu- 
ments medical society meetings how much milk 
child should take, how little. There are one two 
men the east who are good physicians, but think they 
are off the track little one regard; that is, they think 
milk being too largely fed. They think the limitation 
most put, one quart any individual child, too 
high. Among other positions which hold the chair- 
manship the Section Children’s Diseases the 
Medical Society the State New York. remember 
the meeting few years ago very valuable discussion 
this point. had two men (two the men have 
just been thinking and speaking of) who were decrying 
and running down the extended and increasing use milk 
feeding children, especially school children. Many 
you know milk being fed the school prevent 
underfed condition. They were decrying this not being 
good thing. Two people, whom you must certainly know, 
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Doctor Sherman and Doctor Mary Swartz Rose, Teach- 
ers’ College Columbia—two the best known nutri- 
tion authorities—were our side the argument. They 
estimated from clinical work hospitals and from labora- 
tory work that from the standpoint lime content alone 
required least one quart milk for any individual 
six months old more, for the development teeth and 


bones. Then they proceeded show from their calcula- 
tion how much would take other lime-containing 
substances give the required amount lime. Other 
substances contain lime, but would startle you you 
the figures the quantities other feeds required 
for the lime needs the body. 

dren’s practice, and know that preventive work chil- 
dren has begin long before birth. milk the source 
lime supply, and the teeth and the bones children 
need lime, they need very early, because dental authori- 
ties that early the fiftieth day the seventh 
week pregnancy the foundation the second set 
teeth laid down. nutrition workers and dental in- 
vestigators are keen the subject proper lime supply 
the pregnant mother early pregnancy. milk 
the main source lime supply, milk ought encour- 
aged the utmost, the point one quart day for 
the expectant mother. 

the end the war, children came from Austria 
starved. Vienna now starved condition, and Vien- 
was the most starved city Europe during the war. 
Talking about the tuberculin test! Pirquet reported re- 
cently that every child examined him Vienna since 
the war gave positive tuberculosis test. These young- 
sters, principally from Vienna, who came the Post 
Graduate Hospital, who were born when the starvation 
period came, not only had bad teeth, but they were under- 
weight and their skin was bad and their faces pinched, just 
you would expect them starved condition. 
The youngsters who were their mothers’ wombs during 
the starvation time, were the ones who had the worst 
teeth. Some the worst teeth ever saw life, both 
the first and the second teeth, were the mouths those 
youngsters. happens where milk impossible obtain 
that starved condition occurs before the child 

orn. 

This all very important thing me! The amount 
milk required for the lime supply for child over six 
months approximately one quart day, and also 
the proper amount for the women receive during preg- 
nancy, since the child depends for his lime entirely his 
mother’s blood; when the uterus everything must 
supplied that blood. woman has the power 
manufacture lime, though she may take some from 
her own teeth, and her teeth decay for that very reason. 
Bones are shown X-Ray much rarefied because 
the lime being taken away where available give 
give the child. But the child going get what 
needs has put the diet. Vitamins, minerals, 
and practically all the substances the child needs must 
the mother’s diet; otherwise will not get them. 

The same thing applies the child the breast, since 
breast milk will contain only what given the mother 
inher there lime deficiency her diet there 
vitamin deficiency her diet there going vita- 
min deficiency her milk. That was shown Doctor 
Andrews and other observers the Philippines 1914. 


Milk Source Vitamins 


You know there disease called beriberi. You see 
the coast—Vancouver and Seattle—but not the

east. San Francisco and other places the west coast, 
where you get lot Oriental seamen, especially the rice 
eaters, there great deal it. Beriberi disease due 
the lack anti-neuritic vitamins, and when the rice 
polished are taken from it. Breast milk 
from women with beriberi, when fed puppy dogs, pro- 
duced condition beriberi, and the dogs were cured 
the disease when fed with the same breast milk after 
the mother had been fed extracts rice containing these 
vitamins. 

all very well say that breast milk ideal for 
babies; but not right unless the mother’s health 
good and unless the diet contains things necessary make 
milk 100 per cent. perfect. 

Milk source vitamins. The fat soluble vitamin 
very high cow’s milk, and not affected much 
ordinary processes. Heating, even drying, does not hurt 
the vitamin very much. But the anti-scurvy vitamin 
the one which lose most all oxidation, drying, 
heating, and processing various kinds. always have 
been rather skeptical when hear about the aeration 
cow’s milk. means oxidation me, and oxidation means 
loss vitamins! 

Iam keenly interested good raw milk, especially certi- 
fied milk. Itis hobbies; although use the best 
milk that can secured anywhere not available. 
not going argue for against pasteurization; 
that not what here for today. But say this: 
Milk, have watched it, that sealed and gets under 
ice and that kept away from light and heat and 
air once, very much more likely retain its vitamins 
than milk that has passed through any sort process 
that allows oxygen come contact with it. Dry milk 
powder retains good deal its vitamin content air 
does not get in. advise the parents who are going 
long trips who live South America, where they have 
use dry milk, although cost more money, buy the 
smallest cans available, until the child can use larger 
quantity, because every time the air gets destroys 
those vitamins. believe should try keep the 
natural substances far possible. 


What Heating Does Milk 


What does heating milk? Whether the heat- 
ing pasteurization boiling, the principal thing 
does make the curd smaller, the first place. Sec- 
ondly, does very important thing which still being 
investigated—it makes the lime salts less soluble. has 
been found that more lime lost the stools children 
getting heated milk than not, and strange say, there 
more lost with milk that heated low temperatures for 
long time than high temperatures for short time. 
They have been able show that there lot more lime 
lost the stools children drinking milk that has been 
heated for long time than those drinking milk which 
has been boiled for three minutes. That mighty im- 
portant point. Safety comes first course, but cannot 
get away from preventive lines, and lime important 
that believe that ought have good deal considera- 
tion. 

Now, just sum few things: Bovine tuberculosis 
becoming rather rare, and mainly with thanks 
you gentlemen here. There question but that 
were not for the public health authorities, federal, state, 
and local, could not have cut down our infant mortality 
where today, and remarkable thing that the 
milk supply city fairly good index its infant 
mortality.

consists 100 acres workable land which planted 
with fifty acres corn for silage and fifty acres ten acre 
lots peas and oats for pasture. The dry cows and heif- 
ers are pastured 200 acre island which rented the 
year. All grain and hay purchased; grain two cents 
pound and alfalfa hay fifteen dollars ton, delivered 
loose. requires four men and the manager operate 
the farm. The schedule the five men something 
follows: One dairyman, two milkers, one fieldman, and 
the manager helps where needed. One the milkers does 
the chores between milkings. Milking done five 
a.m. and four m., requiring two hours. Milk bottled 
five minutes after the milking and shipped 
Toronto each evening time for delivery breakfast 
the following morning. 

The herd averages between fifty and sixty cows milk 
and they try carry seventy-five head. Heifers from 
the best cows are the only ones raised.

Guernsey Cooperative Milk Company, located 
Kenosha, Wisconsin, one the few organizations 
its kind America that the forty-nine members not 
only produce the milk but they distribute well. The 
Cooperative was organized 1921 twelve Guernsey 
breeders the vicinity Kenosha who bargained with 
local dairy handle their milk which that time was 
being sold nine cents quart. short time they 
bought out the local distributing plant and immediately 
raised the price thirteen cents 
quart. 1922 the organization was 
incorporated and the membership en- 
larged until today there are forty- 
nine Guernsey producer members. 

Like all cooperative concerns, the 
first few years were fraught with 
many difficulties, the greatest diffi- 
culty being the plant itself which was 
old, impractical, and lacking the 
proper equipment and room for hand- 
ling quality milk. Along with the 
physical difficulties, the newness 
the venture, lack experience 
marketing milk, and proper manage- 
ment, all added the problems 
the cooperative. 

Fortunately the membership was 
made men who were not only 
patient but persistent, and with such 
spirit prevading the organization, 
the difficulties were gradually sur- 
mounted.

other day were riding the Santa train back 
from the first Panhandle Plains Dairy Show, Henry 
Ansley the Amarillo News, Amarillo, Texas, pointed out 
the first ranch house built the Panhandle 
Texas. the old ranch house the Anchor Ranch 
now the property the West Texas State Teachers’ Col- 
lege Canyon. don’t recall the date Henry told 
was built, but approximately fifty years old, which 
means that for about fifty years the Panhandle and South 
Plains Texas have been famous for their great herds 
grazing beef cattle well for their acres and acres and 
sections and sections wheat. These conditions are 
changing. 


About 1920 few far sighted men, more less the 
risk their lives and their reputations, began push 
dairying this section. may have missed the name 
the man that first began the boosting, but among these 
men were Bennett, now county agent Amarillo, 
then county agent Swisher County, Paul Huey, now 
associate editor the Progressive Farmer, then, 
understand correctly, the county agent Plainview, Texas, 
and Dean Leidigh the Texas Technological College, 
Lubbock.

You are all aware the Baltimore experiences four 
five years ago. had the pleasure hearing Doctor 
Schroder’s paper read when was first written. was 
invited talk down Baltimore milk meeting, and 
Doctor Schroder, the city chemist Baltimore, present- 
some figures which are quoted far and wide the pres- 
ent time, showing direct relationship between the bac- 
terial content milk before pasteurization and the cases 
and deaths from diarrheal diseases. There were two 
curves almost parallel. When the milk got high bac- 
teria before pasteurization went the cases diarrheal 
diseases, and went the death rate; and they put the 
clamps the producers milk, down came the bacteria 
count, and likewise the cases diarrheal diseases and the 
death rate. That was not failure pasteurization, how- 
ever. Doctor Schroder had line which was almost straight 
the bottom his chart, showing 20,000 bacteria per c.c. 
the milk after pasteurization, whereas before pasteuriza- 
tion had milk that showed 5,000,000 per the 
milk was efficiently pasteurized knew how 
with bacterial count 20,000 per that 
milk was causing trouble children. 


Clean Milk the Source 


That brings the last part talk. Prevention 
the watchword the day. Prevention applies the 
feeding children more than any part preventive 
medicine. what use try prevent trouble 
men who are getting old and man who does 
adult work and has patients from thirty seventy years 
age cannot preventive work. The teeth are partly 
gone, the arteries are beginning harden, the kidney 
functions are certainly greatly limited after forty-five 
years age, and matter how much may delude 
ourselves, are going down hill. Therefore, the man who 
has the best chance preventive work the man who 
dealing with the young baby. And preferably, Doc- 
tor Turner Des Moines, said the way back from 
medical meeting San Francisco, “If are going 
preventive work have treat the children’s grandpar- 
ents.” takes two generations get anywhere, and 
believe you have start very young. are going 
preventive work properly have start with the 
child before born, giving the mother what she 
needs her diet and putting the diet which the 
nurse giving the child, the things the child needs. When 
off the mother’s breast and diet should give the 
child not only the things keep him alive and his weight 
up, but should pay attention all the essential food- 
stuffs which give him growth and nutrition. Give him 
egg yolk, green vegetables, prune juice, and orange juice. 
Scurvy still exists; see ever often and seldom 
recognized. have never found recognized the twen- 
ty-five years practice anybody who not doing 
special work. Children are brought with the statement 
that they have rheumatism and osteomyelitis and tuber- 
culous joints, and cure all these terrible things forty- 
eight hours with orange juice. 

Preventive work ought start the beginning, and 
should take not only mortality figures—we ought 
have race children growing who have had the 
benefit preventive work. figures the last war 
were astounding. eighty-five per cent. the 
young men the country (which prides itself being the 
most modern and farthest advanced civilization and 
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public health measures) had defects due improper 
feeding and improper nutrition childhood. 

Mothers come with their mothers and their grand- 
mothers even, and the grandmothers say this 
this new feeding children. They say, 
brought children forty years ago and they Yes, 
one lived where four live now! That the first thing 
want point out.

not wait for somebody with pasteurizing plant some- 
body with gas stove heat the milk make safe. 
say you have milk good the source you can any- 
thing you want with it. You can dry it, boil it, condense 
it, pasteurize it; take raw, cold, hot. But based upon 
own the experience many others, you 
cannot take dirty milk and make good food for these three 
classes people mentioned, matter what you 

the work you people are doing very important. 
take tuberculosis out the source supply, keep 
out the herd that makes the milk, idea keep- 
ing tuberculosis out the child’s life. not believe 
letting any kind bacteria get into the milk, and saying, 
all Three hundred miles from here, New 
York Baltimore, that milk will pasteurized 
cooked the doctor feeding the baby, and therefore 
has few hundred thousand bacilli quart, 
makes difference; they are going cooked. That 
not keeping with modern preventive measures. Tu- 
berculin testing, see that chart, the solution 
the complete wiping out bovine tuberculosis chil- 
dren—preventive the source.

ized not. believe milk will soon not allowed 
produced for children from anything but accredited 
herds. want know that the milk that children 
drink from tuberculin tested cattle, and then can 
with what want. Cut down the bacterial content 
the milk the source, pasteurize necessary 
the individual case, but let have clean milk, let have 
the proper amount, and let have clean where should 
be—where comes out the cow.
